tio n whether the constitution and the 
} Union were made by the states or by 
the PEOPLE of the states. 
Be that 
as It may, the federal constitution 
says to the Union just what It can do. 
The Union Is forbidden to do anything 
not laid down in the constitution, un­ 
less it is something that is necessary 
in ordelr to exercise the power that 
is so given. 
The main purpose of our federal 
constitution was to keep the thirteen 
little states acting together, in order 
to prevent some great European pow­ 
er from “gobbling” them up, one at a 
time. While the states were afraid of 
Europe, they were afraid of the pro­ 
posed Union; snd afraid that some 
department of the new general gov­ 
ernment would get so powerful that 
no Uberty would be left in the land. 
Bo, a very wise and safe machinery 
was provided. 
Those responsible for 
such machinery were not super-men. 
j It is said that knowledge comes but 
wisdom lingers. Those men had wis 
dam as well as knowledge. They were 
intent upon chiefly one thing—protec 
tlon from foreign aggression. 
To 
achieve this end, practically every 
other end was made subordinate. To­ 
day we have classes and special inter 
ests that would spoil the work of any 
new constitutional convention. 
The 
keynote and the great underlying mo­ 
tive of the instrument was the com 
mon defense. 
This was responsible 
for making the President the Com­ 
mander in Chief of the 
army 
and 
navy. 
A uniform currency was as 
essential to prosperity in peace as 
to victory in war. 
No alien people 
would Rtll fdr the money of different 
values ©f idiffefcmt little states; and 
a* the «Rates were prohibited from 
issuing money. 
There could be no 
trade worth while with a number of 
states levying different tariffs on the 
same classes of articles, so no state 
was allowed to levy a duty on im 
ports. 
Feeling might be expected to run 
high sometime* between states, and 
lead to a conflict, so no state could 
have a military force without the eon 
sent of the general government. 
The authors of 
our 
constitution 
knew that any government, no matter 
how democratic, at the outsat, must 
become despotic and finally fall, if 
the power of direct and immediate ac­ 
tion should be lodged in just one de­ 
partment; and that every man is po 
tentially a tyrant; also that the ten­ 
dency of every organization or depart­ 
ment is to absorb power, as a sponge 
absorbs water. 
If left 
alone, 
the 
farmer* would absorb all power; and 
the banks would do the same. 
The 
teachers would do the same. 
There 
is some doubt about the lawyers. The 
second great concern of the conven 
tion was a government of checks and 
balances—the executive, legislative 
and judicial, each with separate pow 
ers. 
To keep each withijyu its sphere 
is necessary to the life ofm ir system. 
But who is going to say that a given 
step is liable to disturb the balance? 
Between the different departments, it 
was inevitable that twilight zones 
should develop. 
To command that 
each should stay in its proper sphere 
throughout the future 
change 
and 
transition, with the old order crumbl­ 
ing, and new orders and new vagar­ 
ies springing up—something else is 
necessary than a command. 
There 
must be somebody whose sole and 
life-time job it is to decide whether a 
given thins is within or without the 
sphere of a given department of the 
government. 
Such a tribunal must 
be composed of men with nothing to 
hope for from either of the depart­ 
ments. 
Such a tribunal is judicial. 
It must necesarily, then, sit in judg­ 
ment on what would, or would not be 
within its own jurisdiction. 
If this 
question had been left to the execu­ 
tive, the executive would have been 
tempted to arrogate to itself greater 
power, and permanent power. 
The 
same would have been true if left to 
the legislature to decide. 
The power 
of the members of the judicial de­ 
partment was made 
the 
greatest. 
That power was 
made 
permanent. 
Any usurpation of power 
by 
such 
tribunal would not contribute to the 
aggrandizement of its members (since 
that was hardly possible), but would 
merely add-Ao their labors and over­ 
whelming responsibilities.

the supreme court 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
Every department has ac­ 
quiesced in its decisions, except that 
in the Dred Scott case.
